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BLOW AT “BEEF TRUST” 


AIMED BY 


Department of Justice Will 
‘Soon Take Legal Step in 
the Case 


—— 


SPECIAL AGENTS BUSY 
PROBING FOR MONTHS 


Aim of Department Is to Ascer- 
tain Relations Between Lead- 
ing Packing House Concerns 
and National Packing Com- 
pany---Officials Satisfied They 
Have a Good Case. 


Washington, January 21.—The “beef 
trust,” so-called, is to be prosecuted 
by the national government. The de- 
partment of justice evidently believes 
its existence is a leading factor in 
maintaining the present high prices 
of fresh meats. 

The contemplated action of the de- 
partment follows an investigation 
which has been conducted by its spe- 
cial agents for some months. Initial 
proceedings will begin before the 
grand jury at Chicago, probably next 
week,and may contemplate both civil 
and criminal actions. 

Relations of the Firms. 

The firms mentioned in connection 
with the matter include Swift & Co., 
Morris & Co. and Armour & Co., all 
big packing house concerns, and all of 
whom, it is said, are interested in the 
National Packing Company. The three 
first named concerns are commonly 
represented to control the national oor- 
poration for their common benefit. 

The aim of the department has been 
to ascertain the relations between the 
several firms, individually, and the 
National Packing Company for the 
purpose of determining whether they 
have operated to control the prices 
of fresh meats, which, according to 
almost universal complaints, have been 
gzoing higher and higher. From the 
fact that proceedings are to be in- 
stituted, the inference is that the of- 
ficilals feel satisfied they have a good 
case 

One possible method of action may 
be that of a suit to dissolve the com- 


pany under the Sherman anti-trust | 


law, as an organization operating tr? 
restraint of interstate trade. Proceed- 
ings against individuals also may re- 
sult... The investigations conducted by 
the départment, resulting in the de- 


tormination to proceed in the courts’ 


against the alleged combination, had 
their inception in an inquiry into the 
practices of one of the western rail- 
roads in making shipments for Morris 
& Co., which, it has been charged, 
amounted practically to rebating 
Regarded as Improper. 

These were gone into fully at the 
time,. and the conclusion resulted that 
while they could readily be regarded 
as improper, they actually had nothing 
to do with rebating. 

The practices complained of, how- 
ever, were discontinued. 

Promptly upon learning the deci- | 
Sion of the department of justice to | 
take action against the so-called beef 
trust, Alfred R. Urion, head of the 
legal department of Armour & Co., one 
of the packing concerns affected, left 
hurriedly for Chicago.

LABOR TAKING A HAND

Eighty Thousand People Ex- 
pected to Join Movement in 
Kansas City---Street Car Em- 
ployees Signing Pledges by 
Hundreds in Pittsburg--Wom- 
en. May Join the Fight. 


Chicago, January 21.—The move- 
ment to combat the high prices of 
meat spread rapidly today, and is as- 
suming a national character. Coirici- 
dent with the spread of the movement 
came announcements from Milwaukee 


had dropped. In Milwaukee two re- 
tail butchers quoted porterhouse 
steak at 10 cents a pound, sirloin at 
the same price and other meats in 
proportion... The wholesale price of 
beef fell off 15 cents a hundred 
pounds in Cleveland. 

From Denver came the report that 
Samuel Dutton, president of the West- 
ern Hotelmen’s Protective Association, 
announced that the proposition of 
eutting down the consumption of 
meat will be brought before his or- 
ganization at a meeting to be held 
here on January 31. 

Dispatches from Baltimore, Kansas 
City, Omaha, Milwaukee, Memphis, 
Pittsburg and other cities totd of the 
rapid growth of the movement. Cleve- 
land, credited with belng the origina- 
tor of the movement, now has 30,000 
names enrolled in the crusade, while 
Kansas City reports 80,000. 

The heads of the leading packing 
houses of Kansas City and Chicago 
refused to discuss the effect of the 
movement upon their business. 

Meat Prices Dropping. 

Ceveland, Ohio, January 21.—From

| manufactory here last week, the Cleve- 
! land strike against the eating of meat 


has grown to huge proportions. One 
hundred thousand people in Cleveland 
have now pledged themselves to ab- 
stain from meat eating for thirty 
dave. 

Practically every minor city in Ohio 
has ase up the movement, Lorain, 
New Philadelphia and Belle Fontaine 
being added to the number today. 

In Canton, E. E. Beard, a retail 
meat dealer, declares that the repre- 
sentatives of four great packing 


houses have served notice that if the 


price is cut in Ohlo as a result of the 
agitation, the packers will deal in 
other states. 

Beef, lamb and pork have dropped 
iin price, but further reduction is 
modified by the fact that farmers 
have stopped their shipments into 
town. Beef declined four cents whole- 
sale yesterday and lamb ten cents 
today. : 

Ten thousand householders are re- 
ported to have given up eggs until 
the price has dropped from 48 cents 
retail to 25 cents. 

Retail butchers have been compelled 
to cut down their working forces, 
some one-half, and several have re- 
tired from business. 

. Reports of Orusades. 

Pittsburg, Pa., January 21.—Petitions 
pledging abstinence from meat for 
thirty days, beginning next Tuesday, 
were signed today by hundreds. of 
householders. The Iron City Trades 
Council, which has 92,000 members, is 
waiting the word from leaders before 
putting into effect resolutions adopted 
last night binding the members to join 
the boycott. 

From all towns in western Pennsy!- 
vania, eastern Ohio and West Virginia 
come reports of like crusades. Butchers 
who have stalls in the Diamond mar- 
ket, the central market house here, to- 
night held a meeting to discuss the 
outcome of the threatened boycott. The 
butchers were of one opinion in wel- 
coming a strict boycott, in the hope 
that it would force downward the price 
of meat on the hoof. One of the lead- 
ers, George FP. Smith, claimed § that 
whisky is the real cause of high prices. 
He said: 

“The farmer will not raise hogs 
which he has to fatten with corn, when 
he can sell his corn to the distilleries 
for a much greater profit than he could 
realize by putting it into hogs,” 

Thomas Toomey, out of work, who 
was arrested for stealing $12 worth of 
meat from a butcher's wagon, will 
probably be released from his cell 
through the crusade of the boycott 
leaders.

Broken Rail Causes Wreck. 

The train wrecked was known as 
No. 7, en route from Montreal to Sault 
Ste. Marie and Milwaukee. An official 
statement given out here says that it 


| probably was due to a broken rail. 


The engine, baggage, express, mail 
and one second-class car remained on 
the rails, while one second-class, one 
first-class, a dining car and a sleeper 
went dowml the embankment. The first- 
class car and diner went into the river. 
gieeper and second-class car 
d on the embankment, the sec- 

-class car catching fre. 

The wreck ocqurred about 37 miles 
west of Sudbury, where the tracks cut 
into the side of a steep hill, which is 
skirted by the river. The forward part 
of the train passed over the break, 
whatever it was, safely. The day coach, 
which was the fourth from the end 
of the train, was the first to leave the 
rails. The train was running at the 
rate of about 40 miles an hour, and 
the momentum carried the car down 
the hill in a terrific plunge. About 
twenty-five passengere were in this 
car, and it is practically certain that 
none escaped.

Believed That One of the 


Workmen Carrying a Torch | 


Tripped and Fell, Igniting 
Fuse and Setting Off Charges 
of Explosive. 


Fishkil] Landing, N. Y., January 21.— 
Fifteen men, three of them Americans, 
were killed late this afternoon by a 
premature explosion of nitro-glycerine 
in a tunnel which is to form part of 
the great aqueduct which will carry 
weter from the Ashkoan dam in thé 
Catskills, to New York city. Five 
others, terribly mutilated, were res- 
cued alive. It is believed that one of 
the workmen, carrying a torch, tripped 
and fell, igniting a fuse and setting off 
a series of charges of nitro-glycerine. 
The contracting firm, R. K. Everett & 
Co., employs 150 men in all, and the 
premature explosion indicated immedi- 
etely that there had been a disaster. 

A hundred laborers rushed to the 
tunnel’s mouth, and, after dragging 
forth the injured, set to work cléear- 
ing away the rock and earth to get at 
the dead. 

As the nitro-glycerine had been pur- 
posely set to shatter rock, it did not 
damage the tunnel’s interior more than 
the contractors had planned, and after 
two hours work the bodies were 
reached. The scene was such as to 
preciude possibility of identifications 
except by a roll-call of the firm's em- 
ployees, and the list of dead had not 
been announced tonight. There were 
exactly 20 men in the squad, however, 
the five wounded aie accounted for, 
and aithough the tangled mass of hu- 
renity' was so grewsome as to make 
the counting: of bodies almost imposs- 
ble, it ig certain that the number of 
dcad will mot exceed 16.

Secretary of the National Board 
of Directors of the Farmers’ 
Union Talks of the Effort to 
Make Trouble in Oklahoma 


and Texas. 


Absolute collapse of the so-called 
“secession’’ movements against the na- 
tional organization 
Union in Oklahoma and Texas, was 
ported yesterday by A. C. Shuford, sec- 
retary of the national board of direc- 
tcrs, who passed through Atlanta en 
route to Washiwgton, D. C. 

Mr. Shuford has just returned from 
these two states, where he went, com- 
missioned by the board of directors, to 
bring the alleged “insurgents” to time. 
In Okiahoma he reports that the state 
officials will resign in a body .at the 
\forthcoming state convention, which is 
to name their successors, in thorough 
accord with the national organization. 
S80 overwhelming was sentiment in Ok- 
lahoma against the “outlaw” move- 
ment tha¢ ite representatives had no 
other recourse in self-defense. 


Busy Explaining Their Cause. 

In Texas, Mr. Shuford states that 
final and complete evidence of the dis- 
solution of the “secession’’ movement 
is everywhere apparent, and that at 
the state convention shortly to be held 
the disaffected officials will be busy 
trying to explain away their conduct, 
much less push a disrupting propa- 
ganda.

This sustained the resig- 
nation of Mr. Lloyd, who had protest- 
ed that his duties as chairman of the 
democratic congressional committee 
would make it imposible for him to 
serve on the investigating committee. 
The speaker ruled that no action of 
the house was. necessary in such a 
case, the resignation being effective 
without its acceptance. 

Much Belligerent Talk. , 

Tonight's caucus occupied several 
hours. and there was occasional bel- 
ligerent talk that disturbed the gen- 
eral “love feast,” as Champ Clark, the 
minority leader, would say. Several 
members criticised President Taft and 
Speaker Cannon as attempting to dic- 
tate the democratic party’s choice on 
the committee. Mr. Ellerbe, of South 
Carolina, offered a resolution that the 
democratic party should not submit 
to republican dictation. Mr. Richard- 
son, of Alabama, and others spoke 
along that line... But Leader Clark and 
Mr. Underwood, of Alabama, aided by 
other members, counseled moderation, 
suggesting in a-general way that It 
was the republican party's politics, 
and it would be best. to act conserva- 
tively.

STATES’ RIGHTS AND TWILIGHT LAND. 


Conspicuous among the features emphasized at the recent Washington 
session of the “house of governors’ was the necessity of safeguarding the 
rights of the respective states. 

The issue was inevitablé, seeing that the evolution of conditions and 
government in America makes toward increasing debate regarding the rela- 
tive rights of the central government and the commonwealth. 

To assume that the civil war settled all phases of this vexed problem 
is to ignore the trend of events since the sixties, and especially the devel- 
opments arising during the administrations of Cleveland, McKinley, Rocse- 
velt and Taft. ~ 

One of the happiest expressions coined to meet this nebulous status 
between state and nation was the “twilight zone” or “land” invoked by 
W. J. Bryan and later by Mr. Roosevelt more than a year ago. 

The governors were, of course, eminently commerdabie in defending 
and asserting the functions of the states in this undefined twilight zone. 

It is essential to the stability of our peculiar institutions that both state 
and nation keep a shepherding eye on their several powers. The mation 
has been doing this with increased emphasis, of late; end it is only proper 
that the states should exercise equal vigilance.

Ward Rallies Show Ep- 
thusiasm of Voters. 


Citizens of the Fifth and Third 
Wards Hold Big Meetings 
and Hear Strong Talks for 
the $3,000,000 | pone of City 
Bonds. 


Some big boosts were given the bond 
issue last night by the meetings held 
in the third and fifth wards. 
Despite the cold weather, some red-hot 
speeches were made for the bonds, and 
it is believed that good starts were 
made for the bond campaign. 

In the fifth ward the meeting was 
held im the Primitive Baptist church, 
and there was a large crowd of! fifth 
ward voters present. 

The speakers of the evening were 
Welter McElreath, chairman of the 
bond campaign executive committee, 
and Councilman Aldine Chambers. Both 
speakers showed by a strong array of 
facts that the bond issue was an ab- 
solute necessity. They also showed 
that such wards as the fifth needed an 
issue of bonds more than any other 
section of the ecity, as there were more 
houses without water.and sewers in 
the wards that were in the outskirts of 
the city. 

Both Mr. McElreath and Mr. Cham- 
bers pointed out that unless the bonds 
earried in February, there would have 
to be an increased taxation, or the city 
would not be able to take care of the 
health of the people and school the 
children. 

The speeches had the most telling 
effect, and there were said to be a 
number of voters present who went to 
the meeting against the bonds, or in 
doubt about them, and who went away 
determined to vote and work for the 
$3,000,000 issue of bonds on February 
15.
